Claims 1 and 3 to 6 

The inventions set forth in claims 1 and 3 to 6 are 
novel and involve an inventive step in relation to the 
documents cited in the international search report. None 
of the documents sets forth "a feature wherein the surface 
of at least the fitting part excluding the 
magnetostrictive detection section of the torque sensor 
shaft is provided with a para magnetic layer containing at 
least 50% by volume of residual austenite", and said 
feature would not be obvious to a person skilled in the 
art . 



Claims 7 to 9 

The invention set forth in claims 7 to 9 is novel 
and involves an inventive step in relation to the 
documents cited in the international search report. None 
of the documents sets forth "a manufacturing method for 
forming a para magnetic layer containing residual 
austenite by carrying out carburization on the surface of 
at least the fitting part excluding the magnetostrictive 
detection section of the torque sensor shaft containing 
between 3% and 30% nickel by weight", and said method 
would not be obvious to a person skilled in the art. 
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
